Mr. Hoxie’s Offer Refused, 

Mr. Martin Irons, Chairman of Distric As- 
sembly 101, was seen about 2:30 this afternoon. 
He stated that the Executive Committee 
were in session and were preparing a 


reply to Mr. MHoxie’s proposition as 
drawn up by Govs. Marmaduke and Martin and 
revised d the Vice-President of the 
Missouri fic. It was hoped that 
the reply would be ready in time 
for publication in the afternoon papers, but 
the deliberations had been prolon , and the 
detailed reply would have to be deferred un- 
til late in the afternoon. 

In substance Mr. Irons said the answer would 
be a fiat refnsal of Mr. Hoxie’s proposed 

ement. The reasons as detailed will be 
t it grants nothing that the 
Knights have demanded, -and places 
them in the position of having made a cause- 
less strike and being now willing to abandon 
all their claims and some of their friends for 
the mere ermission for the re- 
mainder to return to work. Mr. 
Irons. said further that the men 
were demanding only what was fair. Organ- 
ized capital was objecting to the organization 
of labor, and it was determined not only to re- 
fuse to recognize them, but to crush them. 
This strike was for a specific purpose, but the 
Knights were ready, if desired, to makeita 
test of strength. 

The Chairman said, also, that the committee 
would frame a petition to the merchants and 
public asking them to calla citizens’ or mass 
meeting, Which should demand of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway that it run its trains or 
surrender its charter.

All Happy. 

Last night, the threatened strike among the 
Wabash switchmen in the North St. Louis 
yards was satisfactorily settled at a meeting 
held between the switchmen and yardmasters 
and Capt. Flanigan and Mr. Brown on behalf 
ofthe road. The matter was compromised 
and, while the switchmen did not get what 
they demanded, N obtained a reasonable 
inerease of wages, which is to date from the 
Ist ot March. All the switchmen are on duty 
looking more pleasant than usual to-day, and 
the alarm from the threatened strike has 
faded entirely away. 


Pralle Dead. a 
Fred Pralle, the man who was shot on Fri- 
day evening last on Jefferson avenue near 
Market street by Louis Haller, died at noon 
to-day. Halier was arrested to-day at 12:30 
o’clock and taken to the Four Courts, 
To a reporter for the Post-DIsPaTcH he said 
that the killing of Pralle was a military neces- 
sity, and that the man’s own statement will 
be sufficient to free him. This morning Haller 
applied to the mounted police fora guard, 
and two officers were detalied to conduct him 
tothe shops when he went to work. He is the 
man who has been taking the place of one 
of the strikers since the strike began. He 
was followed by a crowd on the evening men- 
en and in the melee he shot Pralie in the 
p. 


Missouri Pacific Grievances. 

The grieyances of the Missouri Pacific men 
were presented by the Secretary of Assembly 
107 to Mr. Powderly at the secret conference 
in Kansas Oity the other day. This presenta- 


tion embodies the statements made in the 
article published in the PostT-DISPACH last 
Wednesday and adds some explanations. The 
document, as drawn up by Secretary F. G. 
Ells, is as follows: 

The company failed to live up to the 
terms of the agreement made March 15, 1885 
by the Governors of Missouri and Kansas and 
the railroad company, and the subsequent 
agreement between the railroad company and 
the employes, every articie of which has been 
violated to a great extent by the management 
of the Missouri Pacific. Committees had been 
sent to Mr. Hoxie by the men to adjust the 
differences existing between them and the 
company. These committees were — ge or 
would not be given a hearing, or when seen 
would put them off with promises which were 
never fulfilled. Time and again the men vis- 
ited Mr. Hoxie without being able to effecta 
settlement of the difficulties. Men were dis- 
charged without notice in violation of the 
agreement requiring thirty days’ notice be 
given,and in violation of the agreement which 
plainly states: ‘‘Should the company find it 
necessary to reduce expenses said reduction 
must bein number of hours and not by the 
283 of employes.’’ Mr. Hoxie, when 
this violation was brought to his notice, said 
that he would do just as he saw fit about that, 
contract or no contract. An entire force 
of section men were discharged because they 
were Knights of Labor. Whenthis matter was 
submitted to the officials of the Missouri 
Pacific they claimed that the shopmen only 
were covered by the terms of the agreement, 
which claim is absurd as the agreement in- 
cluded all employes of the company. The 
company refused to treat with any employes 
other than shopmen. The working hours of 
the section men were so reduc that they 
could earn but 65 cents per day, and in storm 
weather their earnin were reduced 
more. Nearly all of these mén have families

LEGAL ARBITRATION, 


Congressman Glover’s Bill for Arbitration 
Between Employer and Employe. 
By Telegraptrto the Posr-Dtsraren. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 22.—Congress- 
man Glover this afternoon introduced in the 
House an elaborate bill for the regulation of 
arbitration between railroad companies and 
their employes. The bill provides that when 
the parties cannot agree it shall be 


lawful for both, or either of them, to demand 
and have an arbitration, where both parties

ment to the arbitrator named the 


complainant, who shall hear and decide the 
matter in dispute, and decision shall be final, 


provided that neither the Judge 
nor the arbitrators are empowered 
to eéstablish 1 rate of wages

GLADSTONE AND HIS COLLEAGUES DISCUSS-

THE ANARCHIST RIOTS. — 

BRUSSELLS, “March 22.—The earlier reports 
ofthe Anarchist riotat Jemppe, Tilleur and 
Seraing, in Belgium on Saturday night last, 
were all far short of the actualtruth. A great 
amouut of property was damaged or ruined at 
each place by the rioters. At Liege,on the same 
night, there was an open conflict between the 
troops, which had been massed there for the 
protection of the place,jand a large body of 
Anarchists who were marching against the 
town for the purpose of attacking and looting 
it. The fight was severe and prolonged, but 
finally resulted in the repulse of the Anar- 
chists. They were not driven from the field, 
however, until the troops charged upon them 
with fixed bayonets. A large number of men 
on both sides were injured.

THE MACKIN CASE, 


A Decision Rendered To-day by the United 
States Supreme Court. 
WASHINGTON, D.C., March 22.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States to-day rendered its 
decision on the questions submitted to 
it by the Circuit Court in the 
Mackin-Gallagher election conspiracy cases. 


Justice Gray delivered the opinion. He said: 
in ex parte Nelson, it was held dy 
this court, — —— full consideration, that, 
a crime punishable by imprisonment for 
aterm of years at hard labor is an infamous 
crime within the meaning of the Fifth amend- 
ment of the Constitution of the United States, 
which declares that ‘no persons shell be 
held to answei fora capital or otherwise in- 
famous crime, unless on a presentment or in- 
dictment by a — 24 and therefore 
could not be prosecuted by information in 
any court of the United States. The ment. 
by which the soundness of these conciusions 


has been impugned is, in substance, the same 
as the one submitted in that case,and has not 
convinced us that there was any error in that 
decision. 

The most conclustve evidence of the view 
of Congress upon this subject, the Court says, 
is to be found in the act conferring on the 
Police Court of the District of Oolumbia 
original and exclusive jurisdiction of all of- 


fenses against the United States, committed in. 


the District, not deemed capital, or 
otherwise infamous crimes; that is to say, 
of all simple assauits and ries, 
and all other misdemeanors not punishable by 


imprisonment in that important theory. In- 
famous crimes’’ arethusinthe most explicit 
words defined to be those punishable 
by imprisonment in the Penitentiary. The 


first question submitted by Circuit Court, viz: 
whether the crimes charged against the de- 
fendants in the courts on the information 
are infamous crimes within the meaning of the 
fifth article of the amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, is answered 
in the affirmative. The second question, 
viz: ‘‘whether the defendants canor cannot 
be held to answer in the courts of the-United 
States forthe crimes charged against them, 
otherwise than on presentment or 
indictment of a Grand-jury,’’ the court an- 
swers in the negative, and the answer rendered 
immat the other questions sub- 
mitted. The effect of the decision 
will _ be to release the defendants 
from the punishment inflicted by the United 
States Courts for tampering with election re- 
turns, but has no effect whatever upon the 
punishment inflicted by the State Courts for 
perjury. 
The State Sentence Holds, 

CHICAGO, March 22.—The decision rendered 
by the United States Supreme Court this morn- 
ing, in the case of Mackin, who was convicted 
of election frauds in Chicago at the last Presi- 


dential election, sets aside the two years’ sen- 
tence imposed by Judge Blodgett, buat does 
not effect the term ‘of five years in the Peni.

WORTH OF WAG. 


First Annual Report of the Labor 
Bureau. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 22. — According 
to the flrst annual report of the Bureau of 
Labor, which is just completed, 742 per cent of 
the establishments—such as mines, factories, 
etc.—in the United States were idle during 
1885, and the unemployed in that time 
numbered 995,839. The loss to the trade of the 
country by this number being idle was about 
$300 ,000,000, and the total earnings to them, 
averaging the wages at $600 each, reached the 
enormous sum of $7,990,716,000. The report 
has this statement: Tables are given indfeat- 
ing two things, viz.: That wbile as shown, the 
extent of the existing industrial depression in- 
vyolyes a crippling of the wage-receivers of the 
country and a consequent orippling ot the con- 
suming power of the people, the volume of 
business has been fairly well preserv 

least, not crippled to any such extent as indi- 
cated by the crippling of the consuming power 
—and that prices have constantly fallen,

We can stand 
several good-sized European wars better 
than we can a protracted struggle be- 
tween our railroads and the Knights of 
labor.

THE gravity of the situation of affairs in 
the strike calls for the greatest 
reserve in the expression of opinion and 
for the strictest justice and impartiality 
in dealing with the merits of the case and 
with the merits of each detail as it arises. 
If the proposition of the Governors of 
Missouri and Kansas is accepted, or if any 
agreement can be made, we may look 
for an immediate restoration of traffic. 
But if the strike is not settled on the basis 
of that arbitration there is every reason 
to fear that it will extend, and that the 
injury to business will be more serious 
and protracted. The country is not ready 
for such a strike, and itis to be hoped it 
may be avoided. 


WuHarTever the result of the pending ne- 
_ Sotiations may be, the first duty of every 
good citizen is to obey the law and to lend 
hisinfluence to securing obedience to the 
law on the part of others. If the negoti- 
ations do not result in an agreement 
u wil be the duty of the 


strikers to show that they are 
upholders of law and order, and thus de- 
prive the managers of any pretext for say- 
ing that they are prevented by violence 
from operating the roads. It will 
then devolve on the managers to show 
whether they can. find any force of 
workmen to come to their assistance and 
take the place of the strikers. If they 
cannot do this there is no alternative left 
for them except to make the best terms 
they can with the only men who can oper- 
ate the roads. Inany event, the move- 
ment of freight should be resumed without 


delay.

THE ARBTITRATTOR. 

The terms proposed by Govs. Marma- 
DUKE and Martin for the settlement of 
the strike have been accepted by Mr. 
Hoxiz, with the qualification, however, 
that men now filling the places of strikers 
will be retained, and that the company 
shall be at liberty to reduce its force, ex- 
ercising its own preference in re-engaging 
strikers, but promising to do so without 
prejudice on account of the strike, except 
so far as to exclude men “who have act- 
ually engaged in the destruction or injury 
of the company’s property, or who have 
advised such destruction or injury.” 

The Knights of Labor should think the 
matter over seriously before rejecting 
what is officially offered to them as the 
best concession the Governors of Missouri 
and Kansas* could obtain for them. 
Hitherto it has been the railroad that 
rejected offers of mediation with a view to 
mutual concessions and compromise. A 
rejection of the settlement recommended 
by the two Governors without any at- 
tempt at amendment would put the 
Knights of Labor in the attitude of refus- 
ing to make the needed concession for the 
relief of blockaded commerce. 

The strikers should bear in mind that 
there is a strong outside public opinion 
which wishes to do justice to both sides in 
the present difficulty. This public opinion 
has refrained with rare moderation from 
taking any expression which might make 
matters worse. It has desired and still de- 
sires to make matters better. It rep- 
resents that business interest which has 
been injured by the interruption of traffic 
and which is identified with the general 
prosperity. It should not be lightly dis- 
regarded by any class of citizens, and the 
Knights of Labor will lose nothing by 
showing that in their organization and 
purpose there is room for a patriotic solic- 
itude for the general welfare and the pub- 
lic good. Their order is young yet. Its 
growth is certain, its future is sure, and even 
atthe cost of greater sacrifices than are 
asked from it, it has more to gain than to 
lose by accepting the arbitration which 
claims to act on their request. If they 
have valid objections to the terms of the 
agreement they should make those objec- 
tions public, and show that they are not 
less anxious than any other class of citi- 
zens for the restoration of peace.

THE ROOT OF THE EVIL. 

There is a disposition in some quarters 
to treat labor organizations as a social evil 
that should be discouraged and sup- 
pressed, because they necessarily dwarf 
the individuality of the workingman, 
where they are effective, by requiring and 
constraining him to subordinate his per- 
sonal preference and independence to the 
will of the organization. 

In the organization of civil society itself, 
and in every form of associated effort, 
there is implied some surrender of the in- 
dividual’s freedom of choice and action, a 
subordination of the minority to the ma- 
jority. And whatever detriment or 
danger there may be in such extinction of 
individuality, in such merging of the 
social unit into a class organization, is as 
predicable of capital organizations as of 
labor organizations. 

Indeed, associated labor is but the 
natural and inevitable effect of associated 
capital. Organization and union on one 
side beget organization and union on the 
other. Where the laborer deals with the 
individual employer of a few men, as among 
the farmers of this country, labor unions 
are unknown, and so it was in all the 
trades and employments of this country 
until, one by one, they fell under the con- 
trol of corporations orsimilar aggregations 
of capital, crushing out individual compe- 
tition and enterprise, monopolizing and 
controlling branches of industry or trade 
over vast regions of country, and leaving 
great armies of laborers only one employer 
to deal with where there had been thou- 
sands. The time waswhen a firm com- 
posed of two or three partners was the 
strongest combination known in any 
brauch of industry or trade, and a pool of 
such firms to control the output and fix 
the prices of product and labor was not 
even thought of. But the whisky that 
was formerly made in thousands of small 
distilleries is now made by less than a 
dozen pooled corporations, and the shoes, 
the hats, the clothes, the horse-shoes 
that were formerly made for the trade in 
tens of thousands of small establishments 
run by individual owners are now con- 
trolled by a few companies. Competition 
in the common carrier business is no 
longer open to any man who has 
capital enough to own and operate 
a canal boat ora freight wagon, and the 
mighty power of associated capital is driv- 
ing individual enterprise and competition 
out of nearly every branch of manufact- 
ure and trade, destroying the great middle

them all the interests of this country. 
Mr. Jay GoutpD’s 20,000 railroad employes 
are not more subject to coercion by the 
power he wields through his control of 
many hundreds of millions of other peo- 
ple’s money, than are the millions of mer- 
chants, manufacturersand farmers whose 
commerce he regulates with any sort of 
discrimination he may choose to inflict in 
spite of law. Consider the individuality 
crushed by the organization he represents, 
and say what chance an individual work- 
ingman has against such power. The 
first feeble protest against it is the labor 
organization he is fighting, but others 
will follow from farmersand business men 
until the State interferes to regulate cor- 
porations and divest them of the danger- 
ous power they wield.

Tre railroads can and do quietly exer- 
cise a boycotting power mightier and more 
far-reaching than any the Knights of La- 
bor ever dreamed of exerting on business 
interests. It is said that the repudiation 
of the March agreement by the receivers 
of the Texas Pacific was not a sufficient 
excuse for a strike on the Missouri Pa- 
cific. Is the strike on roads west of 
the Mississippi a sufficient excuse for 
the refusal of freight lines east of 
the Mississippi to receive freight at New 
York for St. Louis? Is not such a refusal 
as much of a boycott by the railroads and 
as unjustifiable as the strike is said to be? 
We have in our possession the original of 
the following letter addressed by Sylvester, 
Hilton & Co., successors to A. T. Stewart 
& Co., to one of the leading business 
houses of St. Louis: 

NEw YOrK, March 18, 1886. 

GENTLEMEN—We inclose duplicate bill of the 
15th, and await instructions forshipment. All 
freight lines refuse to receive goods for St. 
Louis on account of the strike, and we prefer 
not to send by express unless so ordered.

If this is not a railroad boycott directed 
against St. Louis and the Gould territory 
on account of the strike, what is it? There 
was no strike between St. Louis and New 
York, and no valid excuse for refusing to 
receive St. Louis consignments from New 
Tork. The Chicago Tribune says that the 
railroads have leagued together for the pur- 
pose of forcing the general public into sup- 
porting their fight against the Knights of 
Labor. This refusal of St. Louis freights 
at New York looks that way, and indi- 
cates that if the strike of the Knights 
against the Pacific continues on the 
west side, we are to be cut off on the east 
side by a railroad strike against the 
Knights. 


KARL BLIND has spent his whole life 
writing, fighting, conspiring and suffer- 
ing for the political regeneration of the 
world.

But some newspapers are still harping on 
his alleged admission that the strike was 
causeless and inexcusable.

THE GAS COMBINATION. 


Consolidation of the Interests of thé Water 
Gas, St. Louis and Carondelet Companies. 
The principal shareholders of the St. Louis 

Gaslight Company, the Carondelet Gas Com- 

pany and the Water Gas Company have agreed 

to place their stock in the hands of a board of 
trustees who will elect the directors of each 
of the three companies, and direct 


the policy of the combination. The trustees 
selected are Gerard B. Allen, Charles Parsons, 
O. H. Turner and John J. O'Fallon ofthis city, 
and W.G. Warden, Thomas Dolan and Henry 
C. Gibson of Philadelphia. These trustes at 
resent hold 34,160, of stock, of which 
. 300. 000 is St. Louis Gaslight Company 
stock, $494,000 Water-Gas, and $250,000 Caron- 
delet, $125,000 of whose bonds will be canceled 
in abouta year. The Water-Gas valuation is 
made onthe money actually expended here 
and $1,000,000 of bonds, If the trust is in- 
creased to $8,000,000, as is proposed,the Water- 
Gas will receive share for share in proportion 
with the others. The Philadelphia syndicate 
puts up $500,000 in cash forthe purchase of 
such stock as does notdesire to go into the 
trust. In the apportionment St. Louis stock 
is valued at $275 per share, and Oarondelet at 
. When all the stock is surrendered, which: 
must be by April 16, or at farthest, May 1, 
the trustees will definitely fix values and 
the apportionment. The St. Louis company 
has carefully planned to keep the control, but 
it is said that the water-gas men’s half-million 
cash will purchase them enough stock to give 
thema lead in directing the policy of the 
board of trustees. As matters stand 
now the Laclede Gas Company will 
have to either go into the combination 
or submit. to a slow but sure 
crushing out. A proposition to enter the 
combination was made the Laclede before 
negotiations began with the water-gas people, 
but the Laclede wanted four-tenths of the 
representation, which was refused. The La- 
clede was offered three and one-half-tenths, 
which it would not accept, and there the mat- 
ter dropped. 

Under the new arrangement, it is proposed, 
to adopt the water-gas process and have 
works centrally located, from which, by 
means of reservoirs at various points, 
three companies will be —— with 
gas, for which each wil * no- 
cording to the quantity used.

Witnesses for the State Testifying To-Day— 
Graham’s Literary Work.

CLARA MORRIS CHATS ENTERTAININGLY 
ABOUT THE STAGE AND ITS PROSPECTS. 


— 


The Apparent Degeneracy of the Theater Is 
to Be Deplored—Hope for the Future—At, 
tractions Offered This Week by Local 
Managers—Amusement Notes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1isPaTcu. 

New York, March 22.—A clever feullletonist 
recently observed that there were only three 
actresses on the American stage capable of 
expressing an intelligent opinion on their 
work. One of these was Clara Morris. 
Whether the writer was right or wrong, one 
thing is certain, anything that Miss Morris says 
attracts attention and is usually worth hearing. 
A PO8T-DISPATCH correspondent had an inter - 
esting chat with her the other night between 
acts at the Criterion Theater. Let us jump at 
once into the midst of things, she began, 
with that tense, nervous enunciation that is 
one of her marked characteristics. - The 
most pregnant theme at present seems to be 
the confident grace with which low comedy is 
just now riding the very high horse of popular 
favor. Some take it very much to heart, 
treating itas a certain precursor of theatrical 
decadence. But it seems to me utterly 
insane to rail at the whims of 
public taste. Shooting folly as it flies is all 
very well, but your arrow must be pointed 


for the comic—the low comic, if you will—can- 
not be properly regarded as peculiarly a folly 
of the day while human nature is as it is, and 
it is quite likely to continue for some years in 
the same lines that it has traveled along since 
the begining of things. The lighter and seem- 
ingly trivial forms of amusement will find 
favor with the people. There is no need to 


worry about the so-called legitimate, 
as it is well able to care for 
itself, but whatever some esthetic 


spirits may say of the true mission of the thea- 
ter, the stubborn fact remains that it is for 
the Philistines—and the vast majority of us are 
Philistines—the piace for recreation pure and 
simple. There are persons, I suppose, who 
attend certain theatrical representations in 
much the same spirit that poy, Ale 49 through 
Sartor Resartus, or some of Ruskin’s essays; 
but think of the vast majority who visit the 
play-houses from the same feeling that moves 
them to trip through a story of Ouida or the 
Duchess, oreven Zola. With most people, I 
repeat, it is only a question of amusement. 
Is it to be lamented? That we have no 
bt to assert. Opinionistoo fallible to jus- 

ti a few people in the community in 
assuming the superiority of their particular 
taste over that of mankind in general? I don’t 
wonder that heavy-shod tragedy is not popu- 
lar. She is a sorry jade at her best—ugly, too: 
and don’t you know that ugliness is an ac- 
quired taste, and acquired tastes must in their 
pe nature be caviare to the general. Now it 
is also different with comedy. At this point 
the flagety stage manager, fearful of a ‘‘ wait, 
opened the door for the third time and asked 
iss Morris if she was ready. ‘‘Yes, go 
ahead, was the response, and then continuing 
to the reporter—‘‘Now, just one moment while 


I put on 
MY WOE FOR THIS ACT, 

which ‘woe’ youwill observe consists in 
placing some more powder on my nose’’—and 
whatafine molded nose it is, with ite delicate 
nostrils and transparent veins. ‘‘Comedy is 
such a pleasant creature, she went on, picking 
up the dainty thread of metaphor where she 
left it, ‘‘that we are prepossessed at the very 
mention of her name, and when she trips be- 
fore youinashort petticoat, with a catchy 
song and a graceful dance, what odds if some 
blunt, gouty people call her Vanity. After 
the olose of the third act, that stirring inci- 
dent where Miss Multon declares her identity 
as Fernande de Latour, some moments passed 
before the actress had sufficiently 
recovered from the awful strain of her im- 
passioned ordeal to resume the conversation. 
Even when refreshed by the short rest and a 

lass of milk, the effects of the intensity of 

er acting were noticeable in the nervous 
brilliancy of her manner, the earnest gesture 
and the eye that fairly glinted with that pecul- 
iar light of magnetic character that gives soul 
to the work of genius. ‘‘Another thing has 
just occurred to me,’’ Miss Morris finally con- 
tinued, with a fascinating earnestness, it is 
anent this constantly recurring question of 
the morality of the stage. This matter is not 
understood at all. The essence of it all 
may de ut in a nutshell, and 
in the shell of the tiniest deechnut, 
that play people are not one whit more im- 
moral than the rest ofthe world. Of course“ 
this with emphasis, the young girl/who 
enters theatrical life meets with temptations, 
but so does the young girl who enters upon 
any mode of living, unprotected by direct 
home influences and the guardianship of 
watchful friends. To say that a young woman 
of the stage,even if poor, cannot lead an 
honest life is mere twaddie. I know whereof 
Ispeak. I began my career in as humble cir- 
cumstances as ever surrounded a girl— 
poor and without friends other than 
my mother, and I tell you there 
is no more danger in the life of the stage than 
any where else for the girl who seriously 
wants to be upright, and mind you,’’ the 
speaker wenton, warming into genuine en- 
thusiasm, to such a person there comes ab- 
solutely no temptation to evil from behind 
the curtain. Once let her intention be known 
to maintain an unsullied name and those 
about her in the pursuit of her work, men and 
women, will be only too ready to respect and 
assist her.

STEAMERS IN AFRICA. 


Description of the Little Iron Crafts Steam- 
ing on African Waters. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, March 22.—Many times within 
the last five years large caravans have trav- 
eled along the paths that lead far into Africa, 
carrying strips of iron or steel, boxes of rivets 
and bolts and sections of boilers, paddle- 
wheels and smokestacks. After many weeks 
these expeditions have heaped up their loads 
upon the shores of some great lake or mighty 
river, where white men and their native asso- 
ciates have welded the hundreds of pieces to- 
gether, and finally launched complete and 
perfect steamboats upon the waters of Inner 
Africa. Eleven steamboats and one sailing 


vessel are plying upon these great 
lakes and rivers. It is only 
twenty-eight years since Burton and 


Speke were the first white men to visit Lakes 
Victoria and Tanganyika. Only within the 
past ten years have they and the third great 
lake, Nyassa, been . explored. The 
upper waters of the Congo have been visited 
and the Alima River traced on the maps. 
all these inland waters and also on the Upper 
Niger, the whistle of the steamboat is now 
heard and many natives have learned 
to welcome the puffy little crafts as 
offering them a chance to trade. It 
was a costly undertaking to transport these 
vessels hundreds of miles overlan far into 
the depths of Africa. Small as the steam- 
boats are, compared with our river boats they 
weigh from 25,000 to 50,000 pounds apiece. 
From 800 to 1,500 porters were required to 
transport each boat to its destination. A few 
of the upper Congo steamers, how- 
ever, were mounted in sections on steel 
wagons with broad tires, and Mr. Stanley 
tells of the awful toil of dragging these heavy 
steamers overland before they are set afloat 
above the cataracts.’’ These steamers were 
nearly all built in England, and they puffed up 
and down English rivers on trial trips betore 
they were taken to pieces and shipped to 
Africa. Serious delay was caused if a single 
important piece was lost. After the 
little French steamer Djue had nearly 
reached the Alima River, early last year, 
it was discovered that one of the most neces- 
sary pieces was missing and the boat lay use- 
less on the shore for several months, untila 
duplicate piece could be obtained from 
Europe. A missionary steamer launched last 
summer on Lake Nyassa, is manned from 
engineer to cook by a crew of native Africans, 
who were taken to England to learn 
their duties. By ‘means of this 
little craft its redecessor, the 
Jilila, regular communication is maintained 
among the mission stations along the Nyassa 
for 700 miles of coast. In another steamer 
named Peace,which 800 blacks carried on their 
heads to Stanley Pool, two years ago, the Mis- 
ajionary Grenfell traveled last year about 5,000 
n many interesting discoveries 
which are already recorded in wholly un- 
known and densely populated regions along 
the Congo tributaries. .
